CRACKING BILLIARD BALLS. 


F rsa lrts h R« « alt« u f BlUsard W « atb« r Mi 
th « Ivo ry O lobM . 
Dudley Kavauag h, the champion of 
billiards in tbe days of the supremacy 
of the old four ball American g ame, 
talking the other nig ht about the liabil­ 
ity of ivory billiard bails to crack if uot 
carefully protected from cold drafts, re­ 
cited tliis amusing iucideut: 
“ About 30 years ag o, when I kept a 
billiard room in Fulton street, I g ut out 
a box of ivories one w inter morning to 
4o some practicing before my customers 
would arrive. 
I had been playing for 
about five minutes, when I undertook to 
make a sharp drive w ith the spot ball. 
I struck it fairly in the middle, tbe cue 
g oing clean throug h the ball, knocking 
out w hat the experts call the ’heart’ or 
center of the ball. 
It g ot chilled and 
had cracked all around the center. 
Tbe 
ball was ruined for reg ular playing pur­ 
poses, but 1 bad heaps of fun w ith it 
afterward. 1 explained to certain of my 
customers, who were jovial sort of fel­ 
lows, fond of a juke, that we could make 
a Joker of the cracked balL 
“ I fonnd when I replaced the ‘heart’ 
th at the ball had all the appeazance of a 
sound oue, aud that the ‘heart’ would 
rem ain iu place until the ball was struck 
sharply. 
These customers, who were 
aw are of the secret, would come iu oc­ 
casionally w ith other friends aud start 
a g ame. 
When the proper tim e came, 
the man who had been selected as the 
victim of the joke would be mg ag ed in 
conversation w ith one of the players, 
w hile another would slyly remove one 
of the Bound balls when the victim 
w asn’t looking aud replace it w ith the 
cracked ivory. 
“ ‘I t’s your turn, Georg e,’ one of the 
Jokers would cry out, and then the vic­ 
tim played. Sometimes ou the very first 
stroke the player would knock tbe loose 
‘h eart’ out of place, aud pinion the bail 
on the tip of his cue. Tbe shot g enerally 
astonished the spectators. 
Then they 
would roar w ith laug hter aud applaud 
w ith enthusiasm. 
The maker of the 
m ysterious shot was always the most be­ 
w ildered man in the establishm ent He 
would examine the pinicmed ball closely 
aud 
then 
scratiuiae the 
dislodg ed 
‘h e a rt ’ 
“ ‘ Well, Georg e, ’ they told him laug h 
liifily» ‘there isn’t a professional alive 
who « .onld beat th at shot. I t ’s the g reat­ 
est ou record. * 
“ It was many, many m<» ths before 
that cracked ball ceased to be a source 
of wonder and muusement to the down 
town business m eu.” 
Sinee Dudley’s days in Fulton street, 
the same aooideut has oooasioually hap­ 
pened. and iSextoo, Tim Flynn, Georg e 
Sloesoo and Maurice Daly each have 
“ heartless ” billiard balls, which they 
keep as curiosities. 
Flynn’s specimen 
bad the "h e a rt” knocked out of it iu a 
g ame of 16 ball pool, where the player 
burst the pyramid io tbe ettart to pocket 
three ball« or more on the opening 
stroke. —New Yoek Sun.

"A bout 80 years ago, when I kept a 
billiard room in Fulton street, I got out 
a box of ivories one w inter morning to 
do some practicing before my customers 
would arriv a 
I had been playing for 
about five minutes, when I undertook to 
make a sharp drive w ith the spot ball. 
I struck it fairly in the middle, the cue 
goiug clean through the bali, knocking 
out what the experts call the ‘heart’ or 
center of the ball. 
It got chilled and 
had cracked all arouud the center. 
The 
ball was ruined for regular playing pur­ 
poses, but I bad heaps of fun with it 
afterward. I explained to certain of my 
customers, who were jovial sort of fel­ 
lows, fond of a joke, that we could make 
a joker of the cracked balL 
“ I found wheu I replaced the ‘heart’ 
that the ball had all the appearance of a 
sound one, aud that the ‘heart’ would 
remain in place until the ball was struck 
sharply. 
These customers, who were 
aware of the secret, would come in oc­ 
casionally w ith other friends and start 
a game. 
When the proper tim e came, 
the man who had been selected as the 
viotim of the joke would be engaged in 
conversation w ith one of the players, 
while another would slyly remove one 
of the sound bails when the victim 
w asn’t looking aud replace it w ith the 
cracked ivory. 
‘“ I t’s your torn, George,’ one of the 
jokers would cry out, and then the vic­ 
tim played. Sometimes on the very first 
stroke the player would knock the loose 
‘heart’ out of place, aud pinion the bull 
an the tip of his cue. The shot generally 
astonished the spectators. 
Then they 
would roar w ith laughter aud applaud 
w ith enthusiasm. 
The maker of the 
mysterious shot was always the most be­

o ccupied by Hattie-aud Flo ra, and find­ 
ing the latter had ew ajssl, he siaired 
Flo ra o n ac<‘o uiit o f his “ lo ve fo r her,” 
aud fled, sto o ping at a creek o n his way 
ho me to wash his hands and Imll hat 
clear o f bio « i o f his vi(dims.

He did the killing with a baseball 
bat. 
He forced a door aud first w ent to 
the room of Mr. and Mrs. Stone, kill­ 
ing them both while asleep. 
Then he 
went to Ira Stinson’s room, knocked 
him unconscious and took his knife, 
with which he m utilated the bodies of 
Stone and hi* wife. 
Making his way to the room of Emma 
Stone, he found her out of 1**1 and pac­ 
ing the floor, but with one blow of his 
murderous w<-a)M)ii struck her uncon­ 
scious to the floor. 
H attie ran from her 
room to the rescue of her sister, having 
heard her fall, and he turned aud 
struck her one blow on the head. 
She 
was not un* oiiMciouN, aud she escaped 
and ran for help to the house or a 
neighbor. 
A fter beat iug the door off the room 
occupied by H aiti e-aud Flora, and find­ 
ing the latter had escaped, he spared 
Flora on account of his "love for tier,” 
aud fled, stopping at a creek on hi* way 
home to wash hi* hands and ball bat 
clear of blot 1 of his victims.

the various portions <>f the city have their 
peculiarities In beliefs as to the efficacy 
of various unusual remedies. 
In the 
Swedish settlements man oil la believed 
to have marvelous virtues in ache* and 
pains when applied externally. Over in 
the stockyards region and in the south­ 
west portion of the city dog s grease is 
held in high repute as a specific for con­ 
sumption. The men in charge at tile dog 
pound declare a great many of the dog* 
that come to an untimely end in the 
death chamber there are converted into 
a superior article of cod liver oil for the 
use of consumptives. They declare that 
a number of “ doctors” regularly visit 
the pound and select nice, fat dogs, 
which are slaughtered by the attendants, 
to be rendered into oil for the alleged 
physicians’ patients. Not only this, but 
the patients themselves often send rela­ 
tives or friends to the pound to get dogs 
for this purpose. Usually the attendants j 
kill und dress the dogs, receiving a , 
small fee for their trouble. 
Sometimes j 
the dogN are taken awny to be killed. I 
One dealer attid he usually got from half 
a gallon to a gallon of oil from a dog; 
that the grease resembled lard oil in ap­ 
pearance; that the oil had no disagree­ 
able odor if the dog was young; that 
the dose was a tablespoonful three times 
a day. 
An interesting feature brought 
oat was that after a person had once used j 
dog’n grease other remedies would have 
no effect whatever on him. 
Out on Milwankee avenue rainworm 
oil and ant spirits are held in high re 
pate. The druggists have frequent calls 
for these remedies aud they always fill 
the prescriptions, tho former out of the 
olive oil bott Ie mid the latter with alcohol 
slightly colored. The Germans believe 
both remedies are valuable for external 
ase for all sorts of aches aud pains, in­ 
cluding rheumatism. The ant spirits are 
also taken internally. 
In a standard 
German pharmacopoeia, Dr. H. Hager,in 
tho edition for 1876, gives a formula for 
making the ant spirits. Tile directions 
given are to take ten parts of ants to two 
parts of alcohol. The ingredients are to 
be rubbed iu a mortar aud left to stand 
for two days. 
The resulting colorless 
liquid is then really for use for rheuma­ 
tism, paralysis and the like. 
Baske oil is regularly quoted iu some 
drug price lists.

He comes 
to the city occasionally to work up 
trade. 
Skunk oil is in considerable demand, 
also for rheumatism. 
The skunk oil is 
obtained from the skunk farms, where 
the animals are bred for their skins. 
Belief in these remedies is often found 
among American born people. 
In all parts of the city there is a 
good trade in “ love powders, ” the pur­ 
chasers usually being of the servant girl 
class. 
“ When a girl comes in after ‘love 
powders,' " said a drug clerk on North 
State street who often has occasion to 
fill such orders, “ I give lier a little sug­ 
ar of milk, which is absolutely innocu­ 
ous, if she wants it for herself, and tell 
her to take two doses a day.

A n E n glish m en F inds IU C anals and D is­ 
tan ces N ot nt A ll E ntrancing. 
An Englishman who has seen Venice 
bat to be disillusionized writes of his J 
j impressions to The Westminster Budget 
as follows: “ Here is a description of 
what these canals are, trkeu from my 
diary, and it is literally truthful, which 
the poets and the painters never are. 
On either side staggers a crowd of de­ 
cayed buildings; from the roof down­ 
ward they are a mas* of squalid ruiu; 
broken balconies cling to the stained 
Mid discolored walls, great scabs of 
plaster have fallen from their fronts as 
I if a leprosy had eaten into them ; for a 
foot above the water the walls are black 
with slime, the broken windows are 
stuffed with rags or paper, the shattered 
steps lead up to doors that swing by one 
hinge; the steps themselves are slippery 
with a greasy scum ; to the edge of the 
lower stair there is a fringe of foul 
green weed—it swings slowly in tho 
crawling water; the iron grilles, once 
SQ beautiful, are eaten by bitter salt rust, 
the shutters hang at all angles, flapping 
and creaking in the wind; in the crazy 
balconies there is a lumber of broken 
flowerpots with dead flower^ in them, 
aud through all these reeking alleys the 
greenish gray water slowly pulses and 
oozes, covered with straw, eggshells, 
cabbage stalks and nameless refuse. Over 
all this brood a hundred filthy and ob­ 
scene smells, each canal contributing a 
particularly pntrid stench of its own. 
No longer does Venice sit in state; hour 
by hour aud stone by stone she is sink­ 
ing into her dishonored grave. 
“ Night in Venice and music nu the 
canal—that surely would have its old 
charm. 
I had pictured the soft air, 
pulsing with sweet voices, aud over all 
a sky “ thick inlaid with patiues of 
bright gold.” Well, every night about 
8 the singing certainly began, guitars 
tinkled, and now and then one heard a 
fairly good tenor voice, but aa a rule the 
men’s voioes were harsh and worn, and 
the women’s indescribably shrill, and 
the fougs they sang were Verdi and 
Bellini at their worst—‘Ah, Che la 
Morte, ’ and its companion absurdities. 
And when once they began they kept on; 
no sooner bad one boatload of singers 
exhausted its repertory than another 
took up its place aud repeated the same 
songs with the same quaverings and 
tinklings. ”
